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INTRODUCTION.' 

Statement I. 

1. Numleir of institutions . — In the session 1917-lS tliero were 51 institutions' affiliated 
or belonging to the Calcutta Univei*sity counting the Post-Graduate Classes in Arts and 
the Post-Graduate Classes in Science, as separate institutions. Of these 2 are in Burma, 
3 are in Assam and qjie is in Cooeh Bchar and tlie remaining t5 arc in Ihe Bengal 
Presidency, 23 of these heing m Calcutta ayd 22 in the mufassal. Of the Ji") iusliiutions 
in the Bengal Presidency," 13 arc maintained by Government, 15 are aided instil u( ions, 
3 are maintained by the University, 1 is maintained by a municipal board and Ibe rest 
(13) are private colleges. The Cooch Bchar College is maintained by the Cooeh Bchar 
Darbar. 

In Bengal there are 8 missionary colleges of which 0 arc an Calcutta. 

The number of the women’s colleges is 3, all in Calcutta. 

There are 12 professional colleges ; 2 medical, 1 engineering, 5 training colleges for 
teachers and 3 law colleges in Bengal. There is 1 law college in Assam ; then; is no j)rofcs- 
sional college in Burma. 

2. Number of students in Calcutta Unieersif i /. — ^The total number of students in tlu? 
Calcutta University including all grades in 1917-18 was 27,290.' The number was distri- 
buted Jis follows: — engineering 98; medicine, 1,205; training college students, 117 ; law, 
2,H2t; post-graduate students iu arts, 1, t79; post-giadiiate students in science, 199; under- 
graduate students in arts and science in Calcutta colleges 11,158 (of whom l!,095 were iu the 
B. A. and B. Sc. classes); including undergraduate studenls in arts and science in the 
mufassal colleges Cooeh Behar, 9,188, of Avhom 1,737 were iuthc B. A. and B. Sc. classes; 
undergraduate students iu Assam, 810; undergraduah^ students in Burma 708. 

.% Number of students in C(dcutta . — In Calcutta there were .altogcthci’ 15,853 students 
of whom 98 belonged to the Civil Engineering College, Sibpur,. 1,205 to the two medical 
colleges, 6‘4 to the training colleges and tne remaining 1 1, t9G students to arts, science and 
law. The number of the gimluato students' was 3,338 and the number of undergraduate 
students was 11,168.' Tlio number of female students in Calcutta reading in women’s 
colleges was 189. The number of intermediate students in Calcutta was 7,063. 

4. (rt) Calculation of the number of the students to be provided for in the reconstituted 
Teaching University of Calcutta . — In calculating this number we have made no allowance 
for the rate of increase ; our calculations are based on the figures of 1917-18. Of the 11,158 
undergraduate students in arts and science in the Calcutta* colleges 7,063 were in the inter- 
mediate and 4,095 in the B. A, and B. Sc. classas. We have recommended that the B. A. 
and B. Sc. courses should ultimately bo extended from 2 to 3 years which will increase the 
number of students by 50 per cent.; the number of undergraduate students in the reconsti- 
tuted University of Calcutta will therefore bo 0,142. If wo add the po8t-grac(jiate students 
iu arts and science, and the students in law, medicine, engineering and teaching, wc obtain a 
total of 10,837 students. 

(i) Number of students in the mufassal colleges after the separation of tUe intermediate 
colleges . — The number of students in the mufassal cojlcgcs, excluding Dacca, will bo 2,005. 
TJiis lias been arrived at by increasing the number of students in tJie B. A. and B. Sc. 
classes by 50 per cent, on account of the extension of the courses from 2 to 3 years. 


Statement 11. 

5. Mejected or \failed' candidates . — We have discussal in Chapters XVIl, paragra])h8 
101-102, and XL, paragraph 31, the quest ion whether the rejected candidate.^ should be 
.comjielled to go through the whole course again. In this connexion it is interesting to note 
that 1,400 students rejoined the fourth year class after failing in the B. A. examination and 
2,645 students rejoined the second year class after their failure in the intermediate examin- 
ation. The largest numbers of rejected candidates are in Vidyasagav College, 669 ; ili])on 
College, 436 ; Bangabasi College, 394 ; and City College, 382. If candidates rejected at the

B. A. exanjiination were entirely exempted from attendance, the number of the under- 
graduate students in Calcutta would be diminished by 926. 

6. Number of atudenla to be provided for in the first year class of the proposed Inter- 
mediate Colleges. — The number of the students Avho joined the first year course of the 
Bengal colleges in 1917-18 was 0,G3t, excluding Medicine and Engineering. The number of 
students who passed the matrieulation examination from the high schools of Bengal in 1916- 
17 Avas 8,319. In the year 1917-18, 79' t per cent, of the students who passed the matricula- 
tion examination coiitinncd their studios in the intermediate classes. We may safely 
conclude that a little over 75 of the students Avho pass tlm matrieulation or ‘high 
school ’ examination Avill join the first year course of an intermediate college.* (Statements 
I and II.) 


Statement III. 

7. Dislrihution of studenks according to /ocafiV//.— Statement III Avhich summarises the 
distribution of students according to their locality, indicates the migratory nature of the 
Bengal students. A little less than half the numl)cr of the students in nearly every college 
come from other districts. The largest number of students come from Calcutta and its 
suburbs which contribute a total of 3,453. Dacca district contributes 2,908 students and 
3Iymensiugh district contributes 1,181 closely folloAved by Faridpur district Avith 1,472. In 
our scheme for the distril)ution of intermediate colleges,^ avc have considered the nuinber of 
students Avho passed the matriculation examination <»f 1918 from the various di.stricls as well 
as the number of the students draAvn from each locality as indicat<;d in Statement III.

9. Pefiilence^ of students. — The figures supplied to us by the principals of the colleges 
shoAV that 6,585 students reside with their parents, 11,988 with approved guardians, 6,000 in 
hostels, 403 *In non-collegiatc hostels, 2,650 in attached mosses® and 1,750 in unattached 
messes.'* Not a single student is entered in the column of ‘ unapproved guardians ’ and only 
9 are shoAvn as residing in unrecognised messes. These figures do not appear to bo altogether 
accurate ; it seems clear that the terms have been interpreted in different Avays by different 
colleges. (See llcport. Chapters XIX and XXXIX.)

The delay in beginning 
work in cerlain colleges ap])ears to be due to the time takem in registering students. Taking 
the third year only, we find tliat the dtday in beginning work amotinted to as much as 0 
weeks in som*! instances, while oth<*r colleges found it practicable to begin work iiumediatcly 
or almost, immediately aft(!r the commencement of term. Long delays involve a grave w'astc 
of the students’ time. 


Statement XL 

This statement shows the extra-University cour.ses 'offered by the colleges of Oalcidla 
University. Some of the colleges do indeed offer some subjects of study which belong to 
this category, but they are mostly religious in character or else such as arc luiccssary for 
certain specific, though non-Univcr.sity, examinations, as Plcadcrship or State JVfedical 
I'aculty examination. A college or two provided for lectures in subjects like physical 
education or iiygieuc.

Dci-aila of tlio rules for the management of tl o Provident Fund are as 
follows 1 — 

Exiracl from the ProceeAings of the Goormi^f Boflg of the Edward 
College, Pdbna, dated the 10th April, 19i5. 

Resolved that tho following rules bo adopted for the maungouiont of 
tlio Collcgo Provident Knud * - 

PiBNi Edwabd Collkob Proyidknt Fund Rules. 

1. In the following rules : 

(tt) * Salary * moans monthly salary or allowance drawn during leave, 
hut duos not ineludo travelling or any uthur allowance. 

(4) ‘ Sorvni't * inclpd(‘B every omployco holding a substantive appoint- 
ment under the Pahmi Edward College Oovorniog Body, whose 
salary exceeds Rs. 16, provided that an officer officiating in an 
office which is vacant, or the permanent incnmbout of which docs 
not draw any ])nrtof tho pay, may, if he is con Armed without in- 
terruption in |j|^ service, bo allowed to joiu tho Provident Fund 
with retrospective effect from tho date of his joining iho officiating 
service. The muuthly subscriptions to the fund shall nut in such 
a case bo less than 10 per cent, on tho salary of the officer till 
all arrear subseriptions are paid u]>. 

(c) * Depositor * means a lervaut on whose behalf a deposit is made 
under these rules. 

{d) * Interest * means tho interest which is paid on a deposit at a 
Oovornment Savings Rauk uuder the rules In furco for such Insti- 
tviiiuna. 

(r) * Due notice of rosiguaiion of apnointmeut ’ means in (all cases one 
month’s notice. 

2. Every ^rvant shall be required to subscribo at tho rate of 6[ por cent, or 
one anna in tho riipoo, on his salary, to a Provident Fund, of which an 
account will be opened at the Post Office Savings Bank, This deduc- 
tion shall bo made by' tho ^.Governing Body upon every salary bill 
presented and tho not salary ouly shall be paid to fho servant. In 
making tliis deduction fractious of a rupco of salary slionld ho omittoA. 

3. It shall be competent to tho College Governing Body to contribute to tho 
deposit account of each servant au amount not exceeding half the 
deduction made from his salary* under the preceding rule, provided tliat if 
iho total of the contributions shown in tho hill, on whicli n remittance ds 
made to the Savings Bank, contains a fraction of an anna, it shall he 

1^ increased to tho next highest anna by an addition to tho hill of tho 
differoiice between this fraction and unity. These provisional increases 
in the contribution will be shown in the abstract of balances until ad- 
justed at tho close of tho year {See rules 10 and 11 below), but they will 
not appear iu tbo^upositor’s ledger accounts, 

4. The deductions under Rulo 2 and the contribution under Rule 3 shall 

be paid to tho Postmaster for credit to the account of tho Frovidoiit 
Fund in the SHvlngs Bank. Tho pay moot of tho deduction shall bo 
debited in the Mcounts to the same head as the salary, and the cou- 
tributious shall be charged to the Establiibmont sub-head 'Provident 
Fund Contributions.’ Tho romittaucci to tho Savings Bauk should, 
whenever possible, be made between the let aqd 4th of each mouth, iu 
order that tlie interest may accrue for tho month uf deposit. 

4A. it has boon decided by the Postal authorities that deposits ou account 
of Provident Fund of Ix>cal Fund employees aro held to be made under 
Rule 41 (c) of tho Savings hank Rules and that the usual limitations of 
the U>tal amount at credit of each account laid down iu Rule 42(J) do 
not apply to them. When, however, the investment of aiiye port*uii of 
the amount out of the balance at credit of the account is found 
desirable, the amount will, ou application by tho Governing Body, bo 
withdrawn, and tbo investment made by the Postal authorities. Tbc 
interest will be drawn by the Post Office and credited in the Saving 
• Bank accounts. Tho actual cost of purchase of such soouritios will be 
t added to the balance in the Savings Bauk to obtain the total balance 
of the Provident Fund Lodger, any oxoose intore.st received over that 
shown in the lodger owing to the rate obtaineil ou the iuvestmoiit 
being elightly higher than the Savings Bauk rate ehould be drawn aud 
credited as a " Miscollanoous Receipt ” ia tho cullcgo accounts.

5. No part of the contribution, excepting his own, will bo available to 
tho dopositur before at least 5 years’ contributions havo been mado.
